1. Supergrade Proposal 

General Carter advised that the DCI has approved the 
proposal with the DCI's only question whether it is enough of an 
increase.

3. OSI External Research Pro gram for FY 1964 

Dr. Wheelon briefed the Committee on the projected 
program for 1964 indicating high costs of semi -autonomous con - 
tracts, such as Soviet missile studies, and also of reporting and 
surveillance types of contracts. He discussed external research 
budget problems: those in which there is so little money it does 
not pay to conduct research, as well as those areas where the 
return from outside research would be more than can be handled by 
in-house capabilities, if money were no object.

Safeguards against duplication were discussed and dif- 
ficulties in getting other services to obtain the product we need 
through their research. Mr. Kirkpatrick recognized that OSI's 
external research is highly essential, but believes the Executive 
Committee must decide on overall priorities.
